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BIENNIAL REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


To His Excellency J. M. Stone, Governor of the State of Missis- 
sippi : 

Sir—The Board of Trustees of the State Lunatic Asylum 
at Jackson, Mississippi, would report that so far as the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the Asylum of the past two 
years is concerned, there is nothing which we deem neces- 
ary to bring to your notite. The extensive reports of the 
Superintendent, Steward and Matron, statistical and other- 
wise, will bring to your attention the details of the manage- 
ment of the institution ; with all of which we have no fault 
to find. The officers of the institution have been active, 
zealous, painstaking and faithful, so far as we can see. 
There have been some important changes in the last two 
years. The chief of these, and one necessitating special 
mention, is the addition ot two brick wings for the colored 
insane, one wing exclusively for males and one for iemales. 

These wings, which were rendered necessary by the in- 
crease of the number of insane persons in the State, were 
construeted in accordance with the provisions of an act of the 
last Legislature appropriating $60,000 for that purpose, and 
while they are plain in appearance they are substantially 
built, and in all respects comfortable and convenient. 

The addition of these wings and the consequent increase 
in the population of the asylum at this place, will probably 
render it necessary to have an additional assistant physician. 
On this point, however, we have not yet decided, as we have 
not had full opportunity to test the sufficiency of the present 
force, and we would of course in a great measure defer to 
the views of the Medical Superintendent. 

The old building needs some repairs, especially one of the 
wards in the east or the male end, in which both the plumb- 
ing and ventilation seems defective. 

We are satisfied that the business affairs of the institution 
have been efficiently and economically managed. We have 
scrutinized carefully all expenditures, have required bids for 
furnishing supplies, where it was deemed practicable, and have

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in all instances endeavored to live within our means. The 
officers of the institution have on all occasions been prompt 
to act upon our suggestions when we have seen fit to make 
any, and have on all occasionsevinced a cheerful readiness 
to aid us in the discharge of our duties. 

Commending to your favorable consideration the sugges- 
tions contained in the very full report of the Superintendent, 
we close our report.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT, 


To the Board of Trustees Mississippi State Lunatic Asylum : 


GENTLEMEN—According to the usual custom, we now pre- 
sent our seventh biennial report, and to the annexed tables 
you are respectfully referred for the operations of our Insti- 
tution for the period indicated above. 

At the beginning of 1890 you will see that we had 459 
patients, of whom are males, 197 ; females, 262; admitted 
during the year. 127- males, 55; females 72; total present 
in the year, 586—males, 252; females, 334; discharged 
recovered, males, 21; females, 22 ; total, 48; improved, 7— 
males, 5; females, 2; unimproved, 11. males, 7; females, 4 ; 
discharged not insane, males, 2; females, 9; died, 59. males, 
23 ; females, 36, eloped— males, 5; remaining at the end of 
the year, 450, of whom are males, 189 ; females, 261. 

For the year 1891, we had at the beginning of year 450; 
males 189; females, 261; admitted during the year, 112— 
males, 52; females, 60; total present in the year, 562 —— males, 
241; females, 321; discharged recovered, 34—males, 16; 
females, 18; discharged improved, 4. males, 2; females, 2 ; 
discharged unimproved, 8—males, 2; females, 6, discharged 
not insane, none; eloped, 6—males, 6; died, 39—males, 21, 
females, 18 ; remaining at end of year, 471. males, 194; fe- 

males, 27T. i; 
" It is with pleasure that I am enabled to state that since 
my last report all of the officers of the Asylum have been 
blessed with good health; but very ‘sad to announce the 
death of an ex-official, Dr. James McWillie, whose death took 
place in 1890, after a protracted and painful illness. Both 
as an officer and a man he was most favorably known through- 
out the State; so much so that the Governor and Trustees 
granted him a long leave from active duties with the hope 
that time and skillful medical aid might reinstate his health. 
But finding that time nor skill brought any amendment, he 
deemed it best to resign, which he did some months prior to 
his decease. He was succeeded by Dr. Edward Anderson, 
a gentleman of skill and worth, and one whose gentle man- 
ner and attention won the affection of both patients and em- 
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ployees, but at the end of the present biennial period 
thought it best to resign. 

After this resignation, Dr. Nolan Stewart, a young man of 
both moral and mental worth, has been appointed, and doubt 
not will give entire satisfaction both to the Trustees and Su. 
perintendent. 

Many of the employees still continue to fill the same posi. 
tions as when I took charge, and each year of their Stay im. 
parts additional efficiency, and I trust additional interest in 
the good work in which they are important instruments; 
for without faitbtul and trustworthy aids, it would be impos- 
sible to impart efficiency to any service, and more especially 
to that in which so many good qualities, both of head and 
heart, are drawn upon; and appreciating the difficulty of 
finding all the essentials united in one person, have endeav- 
ored, both by persuasions and appeals to the nobler qualities- 
of their nature, to educate them to that point which will 
command the confidence of the officers, by which great good 
ean be accomplished. While we respect discipline, and think 
the proper mode of maintaining it is not to be too exacting, 
but ready to overlook minor faults if not too often repeated, 
believe in so doing more good will be accomplished than to 
enforce with severity the rules as prescribed. The responsi- 
bility of the chief officer in an institution of this kind is 
certainly great, and although he obtains much .credit to 
which he is not entitled, receives many reproaches for which 
he is notresponsible. So far as commendation and reproaches 
are concerned, the accounts will probably balance, but it is 
best to avoid all sources of distrust and complaints, and to 
accomplish this no one factor is more essential than to have 
a well-ordered household, where mutual confidence obtains 
between officers and employees.” 

To secure this loyalty there must be some inducements 
held out to identify the latter with the institution with which 
they are connected, and to accomplish this purpose would 
suggest that fidelity of service, coupled with efficiency, fora 
certain length of time, should entitle them to increased com- 
pensation, such as we find in our army and navy, which thus 
far seems to have operated well for the public service. 

During the year of 1890 our death rate was quite large, 
and am unable to account for it unless it was due to exces- 
sive heat, coupled with an extremely crowded household, 
which always militates greatly against health. There has 
been no time for some years that we have not been crowded 
twenty-five per cent. beyond our capacity, which should have 
been resisted, but it is difficult to resist the appeals if you 
can find the least room. 

While on the subject of room, I fiad it a proper: place to 
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state what has been done towards erecting and furnishing 
the new Colored Asylum, but in doing so I feel that I am 
carrying coals to Newcastle, as you know about as much 
about the operation as I; but as I can only reach the Leg- 
islature through your body, must be pardoned for what I 
have to say in regard to the building. By an act of the last 
Legislature an appropriation of sixty thousand dollars was 
made to build and equip an Asylum especially tor the col- 
ored, and to be located conveniently to the old building, that 
the heat employed for the old Asylum might also be util 
ized for the new. In accordance with the provisions of the 
act, the trustees of the institution, supplemented by the 
Auditor were constituted a “Commission” to have the will 
of the Legislature carried out as promptly as possible, but 
the appropriation being considered small, had difficulties in 
securing a contractor, hence much time was lost, so that 
they were not prepared to do anything until the Fall of 1890, 
when the weather became so bad, deemed it best to suspend 
all operations until the Spring of 1891. 

The last of February or first of March, 1891, the contrac- 
tor, Mr. Rubush, commenced work with the brick made last 
Fall, and the penitentiary hands at the same time, in com- 
pliance with the law, commenced the making of brick, and 
the Summer being favorable, were enabled fairly well to 
supply the contractor with material. At no time were we 
idle with our duties here, for the Asylum greatly assisted, 
thereby saving several thousand dollars in actual work, and 
at no time were complaints made by the contractor or the 
superintendent of the brick yard, that we failed in our part 
of the work assigned. ` 

The building is now completed,. and was received about 
the first of December. So soon thereafter as practicable we 
sent to Meridian and brought 79 colored patients—37 men : 
and 42 women. Dr. Buchanan had all neatly dressed pre- 
paratory to the change, and with his assistant, Dr. Porter, 
gave us all the assistance we required. While the building 
is without ornamentation, it is one of great comfort and re- 
flects credit on the architect, Mr. Dudley, and the contrac- 
tor, Mr. Rubush. In endeavoring to heat well the “new 
building” by improved radiators, we have overdone it, and 
in consequence have robbed the old building of its quota of 
heat, and unless new radiators should be placed under the 
old building our patients will be bound to suffer. Iam no 
practical engineer, and understand but little about the laws 
of heat and radiation, but the defect is patent to one of very 
little information. Such being the facts, would suggest that 
In your report, that you emphasize this defect, as it is one 
of too much importance to be overlooked, lest a rigid winter 
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might come and find us in this condition. The radiators are 
old, and very imperfectly arranged for the distribution of 
heat. 


I am satisfied that with the two large batteries employed 
for the purpose, sufficient steam could be generated 
to heat the building well, but the defect is in the distribu- 
tion of heat. Patients must have an abundance of heat as 
well as fresh air, for without either in abundance, a large 
death percentage will be the result. 

During my administration we think that we have great 
cause for congratulation, that we have had so few accidents 
both to persons and property ; and especially so when it is 
known that our only means of lighting the building is by 
coal oil- a most inflammable and explosive material— 
and especially dangerous when used where persons are, 
whose lack of reason suggests neither care nor discretion. 

The introduction- of lighting this institution by gas has 
been frequently called to the attention of the Legislature 
both by my predecessor and myself, but up to this time have 
appreciated no practical results. So far as I know, no Asy- 
lum so thoroughly equipped in many respects is so devoid 
of proper means of illumination. It is to be hoped that the 
Legislature may realize the importance which we attach to 
a change either to gas or electricity, as being both best for 
security and convenience. Laying aside the claims which 
the poor unfortunates have for better protection against ac- 
cidents, it would be by far the cheapest mode of securing 
the State’s valuable property from a most dangerous ele- 
ment, fire. 


We have in our reports called your attention to the va- 
rious wants, but have rarely emphasized more than one, and 
on this account have usually been successful. For some 
time we asked for a supply of water, and finally obtained 
an abundant supply, after the manner suggested by myself. 
I now think either gas or elecuricity will be given us. We 
are fully aware that the people are overburdened with debt 
and taxes, hence approach expenditures with modesty, but 
it is the poorer classes that receive the chief benefit from 
these charitable institutions, and although the State treasury 
may be somewhat depleted by our wants, it but adds to the 
comfort and health of the poor, who are always with us. 
An examination of the various Asylum reports will show 
that in economy we stand within two or three of the lowest, 
but if economy fails to give good results, then it is not wise 
to pursue it to the prejudice of the patients, and I am satis- 
fied that we have not a single member of the Legislature 
who would, were he convinced, withhold anything that his 
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judgment would dictate as necessary for the comfort and 
mental relief of the insane. 

While on the subject of “wants,” we should not fail to 
mention that the “New Asylum” nearly doubles our capac- 
ity, and for this reason there should be a a corresponding 
enlargement of the kitchen, laundry and store-room; but 
these improvements could all be inexpensively done, and are 
greatly needed. The probability is that in a short time we 
will have eight hundred patients, and witb the present 
equipments for kitchen and laundry purposes could not 
serve this number of patients. We have at present about 
five hundred and seventy patients, and even with this num- 
ber can scarcely serve them properly either with meals or 
laundry work. 

Insanity has become so general, that there are few fami- 
lies, if large, either directly or remotely, but what have 
some members whose minds are more or less affected, and 
hence we find a more liberal spirit manifested toward the 
Lunatic Asylums than to other benevolent institutions. In 
advocating the claims of the insane, we do not wish to en- 
croach on the rights of the other benevolent and literary in- 
stitutions, but on the contrary would encourage a liberal 
recognition, especially of the latter, as by such a policy Y 
am satisfied that the more support you give education, the 
less demand there will be for lunatic asylums. Statistics 
show that the insane are chiefly recruited from the less cul- 
tured class of society, and [if this be true, it furnishes a pat- 
ent reason why education, at least of a primary character, 
should become general. Many reasons are offered for this 
susceptibility on the part of the illiterate, but none im- 
presses us with more force than that which credits the bulk 
of it to a lack of mental occupation when in a depressed 
state. To dwell on one’s misfortunes for any length of 
time determines the brain to assume permanently a diseased 
condition. No physiological fact is more thoroughly estab- 
lished than that strength and growth of any member of the 
body or faculty of the: mind is developed in proportion to 
use. Ifa blacksmith labors continually at his calling, very 
soon the muscles called into requisition will enlarge and be- 
come strong in response to constant exercise, and such being 
true, why should not the same result obtain in the brain 
tissue ? 

If we dwell too long on unpleasant subjects, that part of 
the brain presiding over the moral affections will doubtless 
become morbid. The question now presented for solution 
is what will abate this, to which we would reply, that several 
expedients might be made available, chief of which is diver- 
sion of the mind into more healthful channels of thought, 
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which can be accomplished by companionship with the bright 
and cheerful, or else in reading some agreeable book on 
subjects remote from those that haunt and poison the mind, 
This latter resort is withdrawn from the illiterate, and hence 
are constantly fed on improper mental food. In the absence 
of these advantages there is no bettcr subctitute than con. 
stant occupation, tor this certainly affords great relief to the 
mentally insane. This idea was ‘presented in one of my re- 
ports some years ago, but I consider that it is of such im- 
portance that I again call the attention of the Legislature to 
the advantages of education, and such equipments for the 
Asylum that will give mental occupation. When too weak 
to do manual labor, cheap libraries could be furnished, to: 
gether with other amusements that would most certainly 
react favorably on the brain. We must as far as possible be 
progressive, and keep abreast with the age, and we trust the 
Legislature will second our efforts. Up to this time there 
has been a great prejudice against post mortem examinations 
in institutions in this State, but it is founded on mere preju- 
dice, and should no longer obtain. Should you wish to defer 
to this sentiment, there is ample material here, who have no 
friends, and on such material we ask the Legislature, through 
you, to allow us to make post mortem examinations for the 
benefit of the living Itis not only allowed in almost all 
asylum hospitals, but is encouraged and even demanded, and 
in many of them they havea special pathologist, whose duty 
it is to examine critically the cases and make his report. 
Should the Legislature see proper to allow us todo so, we 
can assure them that both the letter and spirit of the law 
shall be rigidly adhered to. We only ask this for the benefit 
oí the living, and intend no disrespect to the dead. 

It is not our purpose to do anything secretly, but will only 
do what the law sanctions, but as this request is purely for 
the benefit of the living, can not see why any objection 
should be urged on the part of the law-makers. 

During the past two years our farm productions have been 
fair, especially in corn and oats; but owing to the extreme 
dryness of the present season, our sweet potato crop has been 
greatly shortened as well as the productions of the garden. 
With our large increase of patients, we will have a less 
abundance of vegetables than is our wont, but with a favor- 
able spring can soon supply the deficit. 

At this time we have over a hundred of cattle, chiefly Jer- 
sey grade. We hope inthe spring to increase the number 
of our milk cows, and if no ill luck, will have an abundance 
of milk fornext year. We have also a fine stock of hogs, 
but for the past two years they have not been prolific, there- 
by shortening our supply of pork. 
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Before closing our report we cannot be unmindful of our 
constant friends, who have gratuitously sent their journals 
to the Asylum, and while we regret io add that some have 
discontinued their publication others hold out, viz: The 
Clarion, Ledger, Meridian News, Aberdeen Weekly, Vicks- 
burg Herald, Vicksburg Post, Subsoiler and Democrat, 
Brookhaven Leader, Greenville Times, Pascagoula Dem- 
ocrat-Star, Natchez Democrat, and Ellisville New South. 
In addition, a great philanthropist of New York, Mr. J. 
S. Pierson, frequently places us under obligations in be- 
half of our patients for books and specimens of art, thereby 
greatly adding to the entertainment of the inmates. 

In the report of the Steward you will find an itemized 
account of the expenditures for the last two years, as well 
as the productions of the farm and garden. By reference to 
the report of the Matron you will see that we have been 
compelled this year to have an unusual amount of work 
done in order to fit up with comforts and spreads the New 
Asylum ; besides we have made for the furnishing of this 
building all the mattresses necessary for its equipment with- 
out any extra help 

For the past two years we have had no change in our 
Board of Trustees, whom we have tound to be both efficient 
and courteous, and at the same time exercising judicious 
economy. To Gov. Stone great credit is due for his services 
as ex-officio president of the Building Cnmmission and 
Asylum Trustees—without his strict inquiry into the expen- 
ditures and direct supervision of the same, willingly sec- 
onded by the Trustees, do not think the small amount of 
money appropriated could have secured the completion and 
furnishing the building, which is, I think, the most comfort- 
able and healthful structure on the place. 

Our Matron, whom we have found to be quite efficient, 
has resigned, to be succeeded by Miss Mary Swann, whose 
reputation for integrity and high moral tone induces us to 
believe that she will fill well the place. 

Our Steward, Capt. McGill, still continues in good favor 
with our Board, for his integrity and thorough identity with 
the interests of the Asylum. In fact, in justice to all the 
employees I feel satisfied that nearly every one endeavored 
to discharge his duty. Dr. Nolan Stewart, of whom men- 
tion has been made, is here, hard at work, and from his high 
standing have.reason to believe that I will not in the least 
be disappointed. In conclusion trust in the future that the 
Governor and Trustees may be in the hands of a beneficent 
Providence the instruments of great good to the unfortu- 
nates entrusted io their care.
